Grifflin was shot while chasing a pris­ 
oner who had escaped after a squad 
of deputies had taken four men into 
custody ami confiscated 85 gallons of 
corn whiakey. 
A fter mortally wounding Griffin the 
attackers shot into the other prison 
ers, who were in custody of Deputies 
W. E. Eubanks and Jack Horton, who 
scattered and began firing. 
Though 
graatfy outnumbewd,** the deputies re 
turned the fire until their ammunition 
was exhausted, and assisting Griffin 
they worked their way to their auto­ 
mobile with the prisoners and, gaining 
a long open stretch in the road, soon 
reached a telephone and called head­ 
quarters for help. 
When the call for help reached here 
Federal Enforcement Officer N. L 
Pierce gathered his forces in Birming 
ham and started for Colley Springs 
The ambuscade occurred about 8:30 
i o’clock and by 10:30 Mr. Pierce and 
his men were on the scene. 
Grifflin was placed in an automobile 
to be brought to Birmingham, but ex 
pired about 2:30 o’clock before reach 
ing the hospital.
